National Independence, avowedly based upon the 
broadest principles of human right,1' aud became, 
it lust, "a political uaiioualily founded ou 'the 
corner stoiio' of liberty, and not .of. slavery." "~ " 
we say, was indeed, not only a curious, but a 
wonderful spectacle. But when the old colonies 
had become independent of the country, and had 
"aggregated into a Katiouality of powerful States," 
they still contained within them, together with the 
growing institution of slavery, the old germ of op- 
pofllioutoiL 
Tho noblo patriots of the Itevolu- 


lioii were men ot too noble,cnlarged, and humane 
lews to regard slavery otherwise than as an evil. 
Indeed, some of Ihe most powerful utterances and 
protests against slavery and all its evils, ore to be

States are suddenly torn 
from their connection with the central power, and 
some again arercntin twain—and their soil "made 
slippery with fraternal blood." Butsuch an effect, 
unlike a fissure in the earth, is not the result of 
a few grains of gunpowder, but of that which
